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PROCEDURE 


Possibly other practitioners have better 
routines than that which follows, but the 
one used as an example here has served 
our purpose well. It consists of three 
phases: visual examination, mouth exam- 
ination, and x-ray. 

After the patient has been seated in 
the chair by the receptionist, and the hy- 
gienist has made a preliminary examina- 
tion, the doctor is called and introduced 
to the patient. 

The doctor starts a conversation to put 
the patient at his ease and to observe his 
tone for speech defects. If a speech defect 
is apparent, the doctor looks for deformi- 
ties of face or breathing that may cause 
lisping or other abnormalities. He, then, 
inquires into the nature of the visit. If 
the condition is not so serious as to be 
detected immediately, he observes the 
occlusion, noting the mouth in open and 
closed positions, missing teeth, arch for- 
mation, mal-posed teeth. By giving the 
patient a piece of beeswax about the size 
of a stick of gum, the following things 
can be observed: the side on which he 
places the wax will indicate his usual 


_ working side; the amount of exertion he 
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uses and which teeth are functioning 
can be determined; the mobility of the 
teeth can be observed by digital exami- 
nation. The shifting of the teeth sidewise 
should also be noted to see if there is any 
interference in the later movement. In 
the meantime, a mental and written rec-- 
ord of the patient’s case should be made. 


TUTORING SERVICE 


In the third part of the examination, 
after full mouth x-rays, including bite 
wings and study models, have been made, 
the doctor should start the tutoring serv- 
ice. I agree with Dr. J. Lewis Blass, who 
says, “Patient education is a natural func- 
tion of the dentist, and its application, 
when its worth is accepted and proper 
thought given to it, is rewarding to the 
dentist and the patient alike.” 

With the aid of other pictures, impart 
to the patient an understanding of his 
own mouth and the necessity for his 
x-rays. Exhibit a model mouth and point 
out the difference between it and his. 

It is imperative that the patient be 
given a thorough understanding of his 
problem and be impressed with the im- 
portance of his part of the treatment in 
carrying out instructions. The compre- 
hensive understanding of his problem 
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lessens his fears and tenseness, and makes 
a more intelligent, cooperative individual 
of him. He is more tolerant, too, when 
he receives his bill. , 

Next, check the various pockets and 
the depth of them; then, try to find the 
true centric position of the teeth by use 
of the hicocks retruder. When the re- 
truder is used, it relaxes the jaw by push- 
ing the condyle of the mandible into the 
glenoid fossa. When the right and left 
side of the mandible are as far back as 
possible, have the patient tap the jaw 
slowly into centric position. The first 
cusp that touches is the one that is in 
premature contact. When the teeth are 
completely closed, note the difference in 
the jaw relation between this premature 
contact and the closed position. The 
amount of change is the damaging factor 
in an unbalanced mouth. 

As Doctor Brown said in the August, 
1946, issue of Dental Digest, “In the ab- 
normal, the premature contact of some 
cusp or incline plane produces a muscu- 
lar unbalance when the teeth slide from 
the interference into occlusion. This re- 
sults in disharmony between centric re- 
lation and centric occlusion.” 

Time will not permit me to go into the 
office routine of balancing occlusion by 
grinding. However, it has become as im- 
portant an office routine as taking a full 
mouth radiograph. In Doctor Brown’s 
article, he describes this very carefully 
and to those interested in this worthwhile 
procedure, I heartily recommend that 
they read it. 

After making certain that all teeth 
have been brought into harmonious re- 
lationship, give the patient’s mouth a 
final check-up. Have him close his jaw 
quickly several times, then invite remarks 
from him. Try to get his feeling about 
the results, because maintenance of the 
balance in occlusion achieved by this 
treatment will depend to a great extent 
on his comfort. It has been our expe- 
rience that his remarks are usually the 
same, “This is the. first time all my 
teeth have met.” 

This routine is for the usual or aver- 
age case of mal-occlusion. The advanced 
case involves more than grinding. It 
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may involve fixed appliances, such as 
inlays and crowns, fixed bridges, or re- 
movable appliances. It may involve ex- 
tractions or it may, in extreme cases, in- 
volve all three. When teeth are tilted 
toward one another, contracting support 
is necessary. If this occurs in the pos- 
terior, fixed bridgework is the only satis- 
factory treatment. 

This office procedure has been outlined 
in detail because much of it applies to 
the next three subjects: correcting Vin- 
cent’s infection, treatment of early perio- 
dontal disturbances, and the treatment 
of periodontoclasia. Up to the diagnosis 
of the x-ray, the routine is the same. 


VINCENT’S INFECTION 


Vincent’s infection is a gingival dis- 
ease and acts somewhat differently from 
other gingival disturbances. The spiro- 
chete of vincents and the bacillus fusi- 
formis are the organisms accepted as the 
cause of the disease. It is widely under- 
stood that these organisms are found in 
the mouth of almost everyone but do not 
result in serious consequences unless the 
patient’s physical condition is below nor- 
mal and mouth resistance to bacteria has 
decreased. Therefore, we feel that rou- 
tine smears are not a necessary diagnostic 
step. These organisms being anaerobic in 
nature are found in greater numbers 
around the gingival tissue, such as in pe- 
riodontal pockets; around partially 
erupted teeth, especially third molars; 
and ill-fitting fillings and crowns. 
Whether or not this disease is communi- 
cable is still a debatable question. 

For some time this infection has been 
classified in two stages, the acute and the 
chronic. The acute stage is one most 
commonly encountered by both the den- 
tist and the patient, while the chronic is 
the more serious in the long run. 

The acute stage results in an inflamed 
and swollen gum tissue with a grayish 
slough. The slightest irritation causes ex- 
cessive bleeding. In many cases, the 
glands of the neck are somewhat swollen 
and the patient manifests a rising tem- 
perature. The chronic stage usually re- 
sults in a swelling of the gingival tissue 


with little or no pain. Breaking down of 
the interdental papillae with a large ex- 
cessive tissue which resembles an ad- 
vanced case of the periodontal disturb- 
ances is apparent. After the diagnosis, 
the treatment for the patient is divided 
into two parts: office treatment and 
home care. 

The Vincent’s patient is not ordinarily 
the regular patient. In most cases he is 
an irresponsible individual who is a 
heavy smoker and likes cocktail parties. 
The application of psychology in the 
treatment of Vincent’s Infection is a most 
important factor. 

When a patient has a good old-fash- 
ioned toothache, he says he will give 
$50.00 to get rid of the pain, but when 
the tooth has been extracted and the 
toothache gone, $5.00 is a robber’s price 
for the surgical operation. This is more 
than true of the patient having Vincent’s 
infection. It is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance to point out to him at his 
first visit the seriousness of his case, and 
its possible results. Impress him with the 
fact that the sooner his case is cured, the 
fewer the treatments that will be re- 
quired; thereby lessening the cost. 

The office treatment in acute cases de- 
pends a lot upon the seriousness of the 
case. In the normal acute Vincent’s, spray 
the mouth with a warm hydrogen perox- 
ide solution and remove all matter around 
the necks of the teeth. 

Dr. Merritt once said, “Show me a 
tooth that has a clean neck and I will 
show you a tooth that isn’t sensitive un- 
less there is a lot of trauma.” 

With the aid of cotton rolls, dry out 
one-quarter of the mouth at a time and 
treat all the infected tissue with ammoni- 
acal silver nitrate. Silver nitrate attacks 
only diseased tissue and gives almost in- 
stant relief from severe pain. Care should 
be taken in using silver nitrate to see 
that it does not come in contact with 
porcelain fillings unless mineral oil or 
vaseline has been applied first to protect 
them. After the silver nitrate has been in 
the mouth for two or three minutes, have 
the patient wash his mouth out with a 
saturated solution of warm salt water. 
Other precautions should be taken in 


the use of excessive silver nitrate so that 
it does not overflow and cauterize other 
parts of the mouth, especially on the 
muco-buccal fold. This treatment should 
be repeated for two or three days. On 
the third visit, a marked change is usu- 
ally evident if the patient has been carry- 
ing out the prescribed home treatment. 
This may seem.a radical treatment to 
some practitioners, but I have found that 
it eliminates the pain and clears up the 
infection quicker than any other I have 
used. 

In acute cases, it isn’t advisable to do 
any surgical scaling or extractions until 
the mouth begins to respond to treat- 
ment. When the case appears to be under 
control, the surgical treatments may be 
started. This consists of removing the 
deposits around the teeth and gums, by 
scaling and polishing tooth and root sur- 
faces; restoration of various tooth struc- 
ture, removel of septic teeth and roots, 
and, of course, a check of occlusion for 
traumatized teeth. 

Mild cases of infection may be cor- 
rected by prophylactic procedures; that 
is, frequent mouth irrigation to remove 
infectious debris. The mouth may be 
swabbed out or sprayed with a hydrogen 
peroxide solution followed by a non-ir- 
ritating solution of acri-violet. 

Treatment for chronic cases is similar 
to that for acute cases in both home care 
and office procedure; that is, first, use of 
hydrogen peroxide spray and application 
of ammoniacal silver nitrate packs. 

(I quite agree with Dr. Prime, who 
once said, “Give me twelve well-trained 
girls and all the ammoniacal silver ni- 
trate I need and I'll do more preventive 
dentistry than 100 dentists can do.” I 
not only use it for early periodontal dis- 
turbances and for treatrent of Vincent’s 
infection but I routinely use it to sterilize 
every posterior cavity. ) 

At the end of the patient’s second visit, 
a marked recession of the gingival tissue 
is observable. At this point, deep scaling 
can be done. 

At the time office treatment is started 
and the patient has indicated his willing- 
ness to comply fully in carrying out in- 
structions, the home treatment should be

outlined to him. Adequate instruction on 
home care is one of the most important 
phases of periodontia because ninety per 
cent of the success is attributable to the 
effective use of the toothbrush, clean- 
ing, and massaging of the gums. 

First, emphasize the importance of a 
cathartic to insure proper elimination. 

Second, since dietary deficiency may 
contribute to the progress of periodontal 
disturbances, and proper diet and nutri- 
tion play such an important role in recon- 
structing the mouth, prescribe a well- 
balanced diet rich in vitamins A, B, C, 
and D, and plenty of fruit juices. Caution 
against eating spicy foods, hot or cold 
foods, or any foods that tend to irritate 
the gums. 

Third, caution the patient against the 
use of alcohol and tobacco, and other 
habits which tend to lower the resistance. 
Recommend plenty of rest, and the de- 
velopment of clean living habits. Warn 
the individual that temporary relief of 
pain does not mean he is cured. Insuf- 
ficient treatments only change the case 
to a chronic or pyorrhetic case. 

If the physical condition is run down, 
vitamins may be used to good advantage 
as a booster. But normally, the only per- 
sons who need to be concerned with 
taking vitamins are those who eat drug 
store lunches. Last of all, the patient 
should be cautioned to get new tooth- 
brushes; to boil all articles that touch the 
mouth to prevent spreading the disease; 
and to use a mouth wash, made by dis- 
solving two teaspoons of ordinary three 
per cent hydrogen peroxide in eight 
ounces of warm water, every half hour. 
In some cases, the penicillin troches, one 
thousand units, may be included in the 
prescription. 

Vincent’s infection is often mistaken 
for pyorrhea but it may be healed so 
completely that there will be no return 
of the disease. The only assurance against 
re-occurrence of it, however, is by reg- 
ular prophylaxis treatments and continu- 
ous home care. 

The patient’s second visit will reveal 
whether he has carried out his instruc- 
tions. If he has, it is well to praise him. 
If not, warn him that unless he cooper- 
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ates better, it is a waste of time and 
money to continue further treatments. 
This sort of reasoning usually gets favor- 
able results. 


PERIODONTOCLASIA 


A great deal of the office routine—the 
diagnosis, tutoring of the patient, office 
and home treatment involved in bal- 
ancing the occlusion and the treating of 
Vincent’s infection—applies to patients 
having early periodontal disturbance and 
periodontoclasia, and need not be re- 
peated. 

Patients whose gums do not respond 
by the end of the first week may be 
classed in the early periodontal disturb- 
ance group. This condition occurs when 
the gum tissue has loosened so that it 
does not re-attach itself by the treatment 
outlined above. To refer to Dr. Blanquie 
again, he points out that the subgingival 
space should be made smooth to prevent 
adhesion of calculus, and to minimize 
the re-entry of irritating elements into 
the detached area which would cause re- 
infection. 

The treatment of periodontoclasia in- 
volves surgery or gingivectomy. Gingi- 
vectomy may be performed many ways; 
medicine, caustics, knife and_ electric 
cautery. Pyorrhea is a foci of infection 
and this foci can be eliminated by sur- 
gery. Surgery is the method I use. 

When a patient has this condition, try 
to find the cause. There is no use treat- 
ing the disease unless the cause is elimi- 
nated. If the case is extreme, explain as 
outlined previously the seriousness to the 
patient, the treatment, his obligation, 
and the cost. If he assumes an indifferent 
attitude, give him the choice of having 
all teeth extracted or assuming his obliga- 
tion in making the treatment a success. 
The amount of work to be done in one 
operation depends, of course, in the num- 
ber of teeth involved and the individual. 
However, one-quarter of the mouth is 
the usual amount but in many cases 
one-half of the mouth is permissible. 

Some dentists advocate the conserva-

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BOOK REVIEW 


Biochemistry of the Teeth: by 
Henry M. Leicester, Ph.D., St. Louis, 
Missouri; 306 pages; price, $5.00; C. V. 
Mosby Co., St. Louis, Missouri, 1949. 

This is a worth-while book for most 
dentists. It contains a wealth of infor- 
mation regarding the physical formation 
and chemical composition of the teeth 
and the manifold factors which bear an 
influence. For~ those of us who have 
been out of school a generation or so, it 
may come as a revelation to learn how 
many of the so-called “facts” about the 
chemical and physical construction of the 
teeth, which we were taught as students, 
are now shown to be incorrect and how 
many of our concepts in this area need 
to be brought up-to-date. As a matter of 
fact, this book makes it clear that most 
of our exact knowledge about the teeth 
is only of quite recent origin and, worse 
yet, that this knowledge is still quite in- 
complete. 

This is not a textbook within the usual 
meaning of the term. The author has 
made an exhaustive study of the entire 
international literature covering all 
phases of biochemistry of the teeth. He 
then proceeds to give a complete review 
of this literature, concluding each chap- 
ter with a brief résumé and giving his 
personal interpretation and evaluation. 
While this procedure gives one a bird’s- 
eye picture of the present status and 
literature of any phase of this fascinating 
subject, it gives us little or no original 
contribution by the author. Thus the 
book must be considered more as an ex- 
cellent review of the literature than as 
an original textbook. 

Because of the highly technical nature 
of the subject matter, it was probably 
difficult to avoid having it become rather 
dry reading. It would seem, though, that 
a greater effort could have been made to 
present the material in a more interest- 
ing fashion, especially by adding more 
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illustrations, of which there are far too 
few. For example, the subject of Birefrin- 
gence, which is very technical (for a 
dentist), to say the least, would have be- 
come a lot easier to understand if several 
drawings, illustrating the text at suitable 
points, had been added. Also, in future 
editions it would be well to eliminate 
those excessively long paragraphs, many 
of which extend over one or two pages. 
I even remember one paragraph that 
stretched over four pages, and that is 
really long! 

To me, as a practicing dentist, the 
most interesting and valuable part of the 
book is the last chapter on dental caries. 
It contains not only a very good general 
review of the current literature and theo- 
ries about caries, free from the usual 
bias, but the author has made a fine at- 
tempt to interpret these theories and cor- 
relate them scientifically, so that we 
now can better understand them in their 
true relation to each other. That alone 
makes the book worth having and read- 
ing.—F. Van Minden. 


How To Become a Doctor: by 
George R. Moon, A.B., M.A., Examiner 
and Recorder, University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Medicine, Dentistry and Phar- 
macy; 131 pages; price, $2.00; The Blak- 
iston Company, Philadelphia, Pa.

The better method, as 
portrayed, asks the parent to help the 
child face realities through a frank dis- 
cussion of the problem. Emphasis is 


placed upon the evil of the condition re- 


quiring treatment and the consequences 


of further neglect; then the child’s per- 
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sonal responsibility is sought to be 
aroused so that he will understand the 
need for the treatment and will feel that 
he owes it to himself to correct the von- 
dition. Of course, this résumé cannot 
give a true picture of the film’s real grip 
on the problem, for this the film has to 
be seen. And, that is just what the Amer- 
ican Dental Association is going to make 
possible by having prints available for 
showing in all cities over the country.

tive method; that is, taking away a lit- 
tle of the affected tissue at a time. As far 
as I am concerned, there is no conserva- 
tive method for advanced periodonto- 
clasia. I don’t believe in cutting a dog’s 
tail off a little at a time. I am in agree- 
ment with Dr. Orban of Chicago, who 
says, “To eliminate pyorrhea pockets, 
you have to go down to the bottom of 
the pocket.” 

Before beginning to operate, care 
should be exercised in inquiring into the 
patient’s general health condition to 
learn whether he is a diabetic or has a 
heart condition. This, of course, should 
be determined on the patient’s first or 
second visit. 

There isn’t time here to go into the 
technique of surgical pyorrhea, but I per- 
sonally believe the general practitioner 
should perform these operations or 
should perform enough of them to learn 
their heartaches, their limitations, and 
their results. 

After the periodontia and operative 
work is completed, the patient is then 
turned over to the hygienist, a very val- 
ued adjunct to any busy office. It is then 
suggested to the patient that he be 
placed on an annual prophylaxis con- 
tract. This type of contract is beneficial 
to both the patient and the dentist. It 
assures the dentist the opportunity of 
working on a healthy mouth. 

The fee for the contract is paid in ad- 
vance. This fee includes three, and in 
some cases, four prophylaxis a year and 
a full mouth x-ray or bite wings at least 
once a year. The payment of the fee in 
advance obligates the patient to go 
routinely to the dentist for his periodic 
check-up. 

A well-trained assistant and secretary 
can be of invaluable assistance. They 
may be trained to ‘ive the patient in- 
structions in mouth hygiene, the type of 
toothbrush and the proper use of them, 
the use of stimulators in building up cell 
resistance through stimulation. Their 
work is a part of the treatment and 


should be included in the fee. 

The routine outlined here may seem 
very amateurish to the specialist or den- 
tist doing periodontia in his office. But, 
when I see or hear of the thousands of 
mouths that are edentulous when just a 
little understanding of periodontia could 
have been employed, it makes me feel 
like pleading with the men of my pro- 
fession who are doing general dentistry 
to think twice before extracting a tooth. 
All it may need is a good periodontia 
treatment. 

I am convinced that practical perio- 
dontia can and should be carried on in 
the office of the general practitioner. If 
our treatments, however, are to be a com- 
plete success, we may as well face the 
fact that we are going to have to do a 
little academic work along with our 
practice. Not only are we going to have 
to educate the public on the necessity 
of the service, and our patients on their 
part in the treatments, but we are going 
to have to inoculate ourselves with a 
feeling of obligation to the public. A pro- 
fessional method of teaching home care 
is profitable both to the dentist and the 
patient, and is certainly deserving of 
comparable compensation the same as 
professional instruction in any other serv- 
ice. The sooner members of the dental 
profession realize this and assess fees in 
keeping with time-consuming diagnosis 
and thorough prophylaxis education, and 
the more preventive dentistry we prac- 
tice, the better service we will render 
ourselves and the public. And that is 
what we are in business for—to serve the 
public. We can’t overlook this fact and 
still build successful practices.

committee, success and failure in medi- 
cal school and an outline of the courses 
to be taken. 

Much of the information that is ap- 
plicable to medicine applies also to den- 
tistry and pharmacy, so it takes only a 
little elaboration to describe the prepara- 
tion necessary for these two professions. 
Dental schools have admission com- 
mittees that operate very much as do 
those of the medical schools and they 
are equally interested in securing high 
grade men with the best possible ability, 
ideals and character. The predental can- 
didate who wishes to be reasonably sure 
of acceptance must have, at the present 
time, a scholastic average of approxi- 
mately B. Of course some will be ad- 


mitted with a C average if they have 
other qualifications that justify their 
choice, in the eyes of the admission 
committee. 

Since the practice of dentistry requires 
digital dexterity to a marked degree, the 
ability to do things well with the hands 
is of prime importance. Admission com- 
mittees inquire into the experiences and 
hobbies of students in an effort to find 
out if such activities have a bearing on 
developing skills useful to the dentist.
